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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Satake and Butler are 
creating bottleneck and the objective of the applicant's invention is to avoid bottleneck, and to avoid any waiting. 
In response to the applicant arguments examiner respectfully submits that both the applicant's specification and the prior art do not talk 
about any bottlenecks. 

Further, the waiting is required by the claims, which recite holding areas for storing the additional data objects until the receiver is free. 
This aspect is taught as the cache memory temporarily holds the request in the corresponding request stack so that the cache memory 
can efficiently refer to or write data in the cache bank upon the determination as to whether or not the data array is busy (Satake Col 2, 
Lines 20-25). Therefore, the waiting time in the prior art is the one required by the claims. 
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
